He led; the rest followed., Thus 
may the achievembnts and career of 
‘the late Sir George Newnes —. the 
‘founder of Tit-Bits, The Strand Maga- 
zine, and many other publications— 
whose death is so, widely deplored, 
be summed up. He was a pioneer of 
modern British journalism—‘‘a man 
of original invention.” to quote from 
one of the many tributes to his mem- 
ory. Within six months of the first 
issue of’ Tit-Bits in October, 1881, 
eleven similar papers bad been 
brought out. They died — Tit-Bits 
lived. 

It was in 1880; twelve months be- 
fore the first number of Tit-Bits was 
published, that Sir George hit upon 
the idea which formed the founda- 
tion of the great publishing house 
which bears his name. He was sit 
‘ting one evening by the fireside Yread- 
ing a Manchester evening paper, 
when he chanced unon a story that 

tly interested him.

“If he had accept- 
ed that offer,’ said Sir George, ‘‘he 
would have made at least one million 
sterling, but he refused it.” Sir

shall, which occurred at a London 
West end nursing home. For some 
years Captain Marshall's health has 
been the subject of considerable anx- 
jety to his friends. By the advice of 


| his physician, Captain Marshall spent 


most of the winter months abroad, but 


| even this step was powerless to arrest 


the progress of a malady which, be- 
fore it d develo very far, was 
recognized to be incurable. Slowly 
but surely it has run its course, and 
now, despite the most patient care: 
and nursing, the end has come. It 
has fallen to the lot of few authors to 


| make such a sudden leap into fame 


as was the case with Captain Mar- 
shall, or so consistently to maintain 
a high level of excellence with his 
work. He owed no small measure of 
his success to his faculty for writing 
bright and witty dialogue, and to a 
ready gift of imagination which bor- 
dered closely on the fantastic. Robert. 
Marshall was born in Edinburgh in: 
1863. His natural bent for the stage 
speedily made itself manifest by the 
eagerness with which he devoted him- 


| self, whenever opportunity océurred, 


to amateur theatricals. Various pro 
fessions were suggested, none, as it 
happened, to his liking, and, after » 
brief experience of the law, he sud-
